With the British under General 


Murray pounding at the gates of 
Gaza in their advance on Jerusa- 
lem, the Turks are herding the 
Jews northward, determined they 
shall not remain to see the Holy 


Land taken from the Sultan. 


The eviction began late in 


March, the messages said, when 
300 Hebrews were expelled from 
Jerusalem amid scenes of looting 
and pillage. Djemal Pasha, mili- 
tary governor of Palestine, de- 
clared he would make them suffer 


the fate of the Armenian!. 


April 1, Djemal Pasha ordered 


eight thousand Jews driven from 
Jaffa. They wen given 48 hours 
to leave. Even Jews vowing alle- 
giance to the central powers, were 
included. 


The cablegram described teri- 


ble scenes when 
the Turkish 


troops went from house to house, 
driving the terrorized inhabitants 
into the streets. Crowds of Arabs 
and Bedouin women followed the 
troops, sacking every home. Two 
Jews resisted. They were hanged 


Roads leading northward, away 
from the region where British 
guns were roaring from the Dead 
Sea to the Mediterranean, were 
lined with starving men, women 
and children. The rich paid 200 
francs for 
transportation, nine 


at the entrance to Tel Aviv.(miles to Petach Tikwah. 


Information here said many 


Jews crawled into the desert and 
died. Bandits attacked the refu- 
gees and stripped them o'f ev- 
erything. Small forces of young 
Jews, armed with knives and 
cudgels organized for 
defense. 


The Turks arrested them. 


No J«wi are known to have 


been killed, but robbers were giv- 
en free rein. Arabs on donkeys 
and camels hung on the dinks of 
the fleeing population, while the 
troops coining up behind beat the 
stragglers on.

WILSON IS TO OUTLINE AT ONCE 


THE VITAL NEEDS OF NEW RUSSIA 


WASHINGTON, D. C, May 7. 


—President Wilson this 
week— 


probably tomorrow—will outline 
ihe immediate and vital needs' of 
new Russia to the American com- 
mission of railroad experts which 
leaves for Petrograd soon. 


It is admitted in government 


circles that the situation in Kus- 
sia is still critical and for that 
reason it is desired that the first 
)f the two commissions to Russia 
cave as quickly as possibly. The 
executive commission headed by 
Slihu Boot will start Inter. 


Pending arrival of the commis- 


sion, the American Federation of 
Labor is being depended upon to 
a great degree.to keep the labor- 
ing classes properly informed as 
to America's attitude and pur- 
poses in sending commissions to 
Kussia. After a long conference 
yesterday with Blihn Koot, Presi- 
dent Gompcrs, of the American 
Federation of Labor, sent a cable- 
gram to Pctrograd, addressed to 
the working classes, explaining it 
is not for the purpose of the 
United States to interfere, 'hut 


merely to help in the re-adjust- 
ment of Russia's internal affairs. 


This was done because informa- 


tion has reached here that efforts 
are being made in Russia to 
create widespread dissatisfaction 
with the selection of Root a» 
chairman. The feeling in certain 
quarters against Root has reached 
such a stage that some of the out- 
spoken semi-Socialist friends and 
advisors of President Wilson are 
urging that Root's 
appointment 


be reconsidered.

to'sr-rve as itself shall have both their efforts and their money find 
tl.c right channels. It can't do this, however, to the.;best effect un- 
less it have the earliest co-operation of .all. Every new urging to 
activity, fevery request .for, aid should foe referred to the council.- It 
nil! not assume to say that yon shall or shall not do, that yon'shal! 
or shall not give. It will promptly inquire into the matter and 
five you such information as it is a'ble to dbtain and leave yon to 
pursue your course as your judgment may direct. 


WILL BEAR ITS PART 


We sometimes feel the press, in part, at least, may 'be too touchy 


ns to any trenchment upon its rights and privileges, more particular- 
h- the latter. At present a large number of papers profess to be,. 
deeply disturbed 'because the government is considering the impos- 
ing oJ a news censorship and they are loud in their insistency that 
such action would te an invasion of sacred and constitutional rights, 
iiscless because what should .be published could 'be left to the judg- 
ment of the press itself.. We are not folly convicted so. We would. 
bo the last to cast reproach npoh the loyalty and sound meaning of 
the press, but then it is .the business of the newspaper, if not its 
duty, to publish the news and such being the case 'it is not at all 
surprising that with it a zeal to print the news should sometimes 
exceed zeal in.giving only that which is discreet. Besides that they 
can not be expected to be always able to distinguish.that which is 
of military value and with the utmost care and effort they .are able 
to exercise they arc likely, if not censored,, to disseminate informa- 
tion which may >be of advantage to the enemy. We are in war, we ve 
nil got to give up something to it and nq newspaper that gives mat- 
ler a second sober thought, will protest against a fair and sensible 
censorship of their columns when it comes to matter in them that 
might affect the fortunes of war. 


The press of the country will be found doing its tot to the fall, 


more to the full than the average, as it ever does and there will be 
scant comparative plaint from it-of the rigors and burdens that war 
imposes. After the army and the navy it will 'be found the right 
hand of tho government in all things proper and that help and has- 


ten to victory. 


WHAT'S THE MATTER WITH OHIO 


According-to figures furnished by the war department Ohio 


stands ninth in the number of enlistments, standing below New 
York, Illinois, Michigan, Missouri, Indiana, Georgia, Pennsylvania 


and Texas. 


Her rank does not show all, however, of how sorry js her show- 


ing in this respect. She offered only one-third as many recruits 
as Illinois, only half as many as Indiana and 1,200 less than Mis- 
souri and Georgia combined, though she has quite as much popula- 
tion as the two put together. 


"What is the explanation I Frankly we have none to offer with 


the hope of deluding ourselves. Ohio has lagged, for once she has 
failed to take that position which she has ever claimed, as her own, 
nnd that is about all, as no reason why she should do so presents 
itself. Possibly, sho may have lagged because there hasn't been the 
precedent agitation here that there was elsewhere and so her peo- 
ple have ibeemslow to accept war as a probability and were there- 
fore not so quick to realize what confronted us when it was precip- 
itated as an actual condition. 


We can say this, however, Ohio is arousing herself. In organ- 


izing for the fray she stands well abreast with many and in present 
readiness will take higher place than she does in the matter of vol- 
unteering. And when it comes to down right fighting, her boys will 


iie found lagging behind none.
